An application seeking $3,- 
777,000 in federal funds for an 
elderly and handicapped hous- 
ing project for Andover was fil- 
ed with HUD Tuesday by Christ 
Episcopal Church. 

The program, which has the 
“enthusiastic endorsement”’ of 
one selectman, is among a 
dozen or more such proposals 
for which application has been 
made under a special 
governmental plan. 

The application was made on 
Tuesday by consultants for the 
parish, O.K.M. Associates of 
Boston. 

Richard M. Allen, chairman 
of the Elderly and Handicapped 
Housing Committee of the 
church, and the Rev. J. Edison 
Pike, rector, presented a plan 
to the selectmen which calls for 
the church to provide some in- 
itial funding for such a project, 
and noted that the parish has 
already appropriated $10,000. 

Allan explains that the 
federally funded program 


provides for institutions or 
communities to apply for funds 
to provide housing units for the 
elderly and handicapped and 
allows architectural freedom to 
be combined with the outreach 
of the parish to meet a need 
within a community. 

There is an expressed need in 
Andover, it was pointed out, 
with the Andover Housing 
Authority having close to 100 
applications from senior 
citizens for the units within the 
three projects under their 
jurisdiction. 

The AHA was given permis- 
Sion at town meeting to apply 
for an additional project, but it 
is estimated that planning and 
funding of such a project would 
take five years at least. 

Allen said that the parish 
committee had not made any 
Studies on site selection as yet, 
but had simply been working on 
advancing the plans to obtain 
the funding. 

There will be only two such 


More than 300 residents stood 
by Sunday, as assembled com- 
panies of militia fired three 
volleys and a flag was raised 
for the first time over the new 
Bicentennial park across the 
street from South Church.

Allen and Mr. Pike emphasiz- 
ed to the selectmen in their 
presentation that it was the 
desire of the parish to have the 
community totally involved in 
the project, if the funding is ap- 
proved. 

Mr. Pike explained that the

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Owners Know Little About Tune-Up 


The mechanic, his once- 
blue uniform smeared with 
grease and faded from 
countless bleached 
washings, comes through 
the garage door, chomping 
simulatneously on a cigar 
butt and a toothpick as he 
ambles in your direction. 

He draws nearer and you 
can almost read a name en- 
circled in red over his left 
shirt pocket, but by then 
your heart is beating so fast 
you can’t put the individual 
letters together in your 
mind. He removes the cigar, 
shifts the toothpick with his 
tongue and leans down close 
to you, a small smile crack- 
ing the edges of his mouth as 
he pronounces sentence... 
YOUR CAR NEEDS A 
TUNEUP!!!” 


It sounds like pertect 
material for a nightmare, 
and for many car owners it 
has become just that. The 
mere thought of a tuneup of 
that mysterious tinkering 
with the even more 
mysterious inner workings 
of the automobile, leaves 
many a motorist in panic. 

The stereotypes, however, 
no longer fit the com- 
puterized mechanics’ trade, 
and the panic is the result of 
a general lack of knowledge 
on the part of many car 
owners. 

“You do get into a panic 
Situation with a lot of 
people,’’ admits Buster 
Birdsong, service manager 
at Richmond Chrysler- 
Plymouth Corp. ‘‘but it’s 
because they don’t unders- 
tand the details of what it is 
and why it’s needed. And 
then, when you try to ex- 
plain what’s involved, a lot 
of people still ask, ‘“‘can’t 
you fix it without doing all 
that?’ and things like that. 


‘A lot of it is that people 
don’t want to get involved 
with it, some just don’t want 
to understand,’’ added Bird- 
song. ‘‘An owners’ manual is 
given to them when they get 
the car, but most never read 
it or anything else to know 
how a car should work or 
what should be done to it, or 
what kind of maintenance it 
needs, or anything.”’ 

The tuneup goes right at 
the top of the list of 
automotive maintenance 
requirements. It is, by far, 
not the only periodic 
maintenance required, but it 
does rate as one of the most 
important for a smooth- 
running, gas-saving and 
pollution-free automobile. 


The tuneup involves the 
two major areas — ignition 
and carburetion — that 
supply the impetus to make 
everything else in the 
automobile work. The car- 
buretor supplies a mixture 
of gasoline and air, and the 
ignition supplies the elec- 
trical spark to ignite that 
mixture and begin the 
energy train that eventually 
turns the wheels and propels 
the car. 


“I think the majority of car 
owners know that you have 
to put new spark plugs in, I 
think they know that,’’ ex- 
plains Clyde Griffin, service 
manager at Dick Strauss 
Ford, Inc. ‘‘But if the car 
isn’t running right, of course 
most people don’t know 
what’s causing it, and there 
could be three or four things 
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in the tuneup that could give 
the same signs. That’s when 
it takes somebody who 
knows what he’s doing to tell 
exactly what’s wrong.”’ 

The spark plugs are only 
the beginning of what should 
be included in a standard 
minor tune up. Distributor 
points and condenser, air 
filter, fuel filter and PCV 
(positive crankcase ventila- 
tion) valve should all be 
replaced, battery terminals 
cleaned, spark plug wires, 
ignition coil and distributor 
cap and rotor inspected (and 
replaced, when necessary), 
and the carburetor, choke 
and ignition timing ad- 
justed. 


‘‘I’d say there is probably 
somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 50 or 60 per 
cent of the cars on the road 
today need maintenance 
work on them, and almost 
all of it would be right in the 
tuneup area,’’ explained 
Birdsong, who added that 
the motorists are only hur- 
ting themselves by not get- 
ting the proper 
maintenance. 
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“You just don’t have the 
power in today’s cars like 
you once had,’’ Birdsong 
added. ‘‘The octane on gas 
has been lowered, engine 
compression has been cut 
way back, rear ends are 
geared higher for better 
mileage, and it all means 
you need to keep a car really 
right to keep it running 
right.” 


In addition to running. 


smoothness, acceleration 
and consistency, failure to 
have proper tuneups can 
have drastic effects on 
pollution and gas mileage. 
Any misfiring in the ignition 
system (due to wear or car- 
bon buildup) leads to an 
over-abundance of fuel in 
the affected cylinders, and 
the fuel eventually finds its 


way into the exhaust dis- , 


charge. 

‘““There’s always a ques- 
tion of just how often a car 
needs a tuneup, and you just 
can’t draw a line at any cer- 
tain amount of time,’’ Grif- 
fin said. ‘‘A lot of people get 
them tuned up religiously, 
right according to the 


owners’ manual every 10 or 
12,000 miles, and then you 
have a lot of people who 
don’t have them tuned up un- 
til they start running 
badly.’’ 

Generally, however, the 
10-to-12,000-mile area seems 
the one most generally 
prescribed by manufac- 
turers, but even these 
figures can be misleading. 

“A lot of the manufac- 
turers will say their plugs 
are good for 10,000 miles, 
but that’s just an average. I 
have pulled plugs out of a 
car and found them com- 
pletely corroded at 7,000 or 
8,000. And then I’ve pulled

some out at 20,000 and 
they’re still in pretty good 
Shape.”’ 

As for the rest of the 
tuneup menu, the wear and 
tear of driving a car takes 
its toll in the same way, 
Various air and fuel filters 
get clogged, the distributor 
points and condesner (in 
colnjunction with the igni- 
tion timing) become pited or 
burned from sending 
thousands of rapid-fire elec- 
tronic impulses to the 
cylinders, and the spark 
plug wires, ignition coil, dis- 
tributor cap and rotor all 
break down eventually un- 
der the strain of the engine.

The first mandatory 
level of 18 miles per gallon 
goes into effect in 1978 and 
improvements in gas 
mileage are graduated up to 
27.5 miles per gallon by 1985 
for a sales-weighted average 
fleet of cars. 

“The 1970’s saw introduc- 
tion of small, fuel 
economical cars by all of the 
major domestic manufac- 


turers,’ Weaver said. ‘‘It 
was the industry’s voluntary 
response to meet consumer 
demand and offer 
Americans alternatives to 
heavier, less fuel efficient 
cars. 

“But there is a limit to 
how far the manufacturers 
can go in reducing the 
weight (and size) of its cars 
and still produce vehicles 
that will serve the diverse 
needs of the American 
driver,’’ Weaver warned. 

“‘Consumer choice cannot 
be overlooked if manufac- 
turers want to stay in 
business.

Conservative Driving Stems Consumption 


An economy driving 
demonstration conducted by 
Automobile Club of 
Michigan shows that 
motorists can stem what 
could be a record-setting gas 
consumption year by using 
conservative driving 
techniques and_ practicing 
good maintenance. 

To help combat an alar- 
ming rise in gas consump- 
tion, the auto club conducted 
a test with two identicle 
cars that showed conser- 
vative versus jackrabbit 
driving can result in a 60 per 
cent increase in miles per 
gallon of gas. 

The cars, 1977 Chevrolet 
Caprice Classics equipped 
with one-gallon test beakers, 
were driver over a 10-mile 
long freeway and city street 
course in the Detroit area.

Cooling System 
Needs Attention 


The car owner who 
neglects his cooling system 
is more vulnerable than ever 
to car trouble. 

This statement from Car 
Care Council is based on a 
study by a major manufac- 
turer of car coolants in- 
volving about 1,200 cars. The 
results showed more than a 
third of the three-year-old 
models checked had 
products of corrosion in 
their coolants. 

The percentages were: 
One year old: 22 per cent; 
two years old: 32 per cent; 
three years old: 36 per cent. 
None of the cars checked 
was an ‘‘old”’ car. 

The same survey showed 
that, on the average, nearly 
half the cars checked needed 
some kind of cooling-system 
service: One year old: 35 
per cent; two years old: 49 
per cent; three years old: 53 
per cent. What has been 
happening is a fairly simple 
story: the need for smaller 
more efficient cars has im- 
posed a need for smaller 
engines. 

To achieve performance 
comparable with that 
offered by the ‘‘standard’’ 
car of the past, designers 
have had to make today’s 
engines work harder. And 
when an engine works 
harder, it generates more 
heat. 

About a third of the heat 
produced by today’s 
internal-combustion engine 
must be taken away from 
the engine block and 
transferred safely to the out- 
er air... this is the function 
of the cooling system. 

Since engines work more 
efficiently and give more 
miles per gallon at higher 
rather than lower 
temperatures, designers 
have resorted to pressurized 

systems in which the 
radiator cap plays a major 
role. So, too, does the kind of 
coolant used to transfer heat 
from the engine to the 
radiator where it .can be 


passed to the surrounding 
air. 

A coolant with ethylene 
glycol as its base not only 
protects the engine against 
freezing but against boiling, 
too. In fact, what for years 
has been called ‘‘anti- 
freeze’’ now has to be an 
atisurge, anti-foam, anti- 
steam, anti-corrosion, anti- 
boil ‘‘anti-freeze.”’ 

If a 50-50 mixture of water 
and a reliable brand of 
coolant is used in a system 
pressurized to about 15 
pounds per square inch, the 
boiling point is raised to 
about 265 degrees F (about 
129 degrees C) and the freez- 
ing is lowered to about 34 
degrees F 


Car Care Council points 
out that the old idea of a 
‘“‘permanent”’ coolant is ob- 
solete. Certainly, a high 
quality coolant mixed with 
water in that 50-50 propor- 
tion will continue to provide 
protection against freezing 
year after year. 

However, the higher 


engine temperatures of the 
modern car will break down 
the corrosion inhibitors in 
the coolant much more 
quickly than in past years.

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Editorial Comment 


A Man Most Qualified 


The selectmen will be interviewing candidates this 
week to fill the vacancy created by the resignation of 
Alan F. French in April. The four remaining members 
of the board intend to elect the fifth member at their 
regular meeting on June 13. 

There are ten candidates who have submitted their 
names for consideration and all present laudable 
credentials for the position. 

One, however, seems to stand out, and we feel, would 
be most attentive to the town’s needs at this particular 
time. 

Robert A. Watters, a three term member of the 
board, and its chairman for three years, would not only 
serve the board and the town well, but also fit into a 
pattern set in recent years for filling vacancies on elec- 
tive boards. 

Mr. Watters, in expressing an interest in serving out 
the term, has indicated he would not seek election to a 
full term in the annual town election next March. 

When school committee vacancies in recent years 
were created, the selectmen, which had the power to 
elect, more or less stipulated that the appointee not be 
interested in seeking election to a full term. 

On both occasions the person appointed filled out the 
board for the remaining months until the town’s elec- 
torate was allowed to make a full decision. 

School board vacancies are filled by joint meeting of 
the school committee and the selectmen, thus the five 
member board of selectmen held the decisive power, if 
voting in unanimity. 

It would seem that the stipulations placed for filling 
the school board, could easily be followed in the choice 
of a fifth member of the board of selectmen. 

Mr. Watters, a retired businessman, has a long record 
of service to the town of Andover. 

In addition to this service on the board of selectmen, 
he was chairman of the Finance Committee during the 
transition years which saw Andover go into the town 
manager form of government. 

As chairman of the selectmen, Mr. Watters served as 
sort of an acting manager during the period after 
Richard J. Bowen had left and J. Maynard Austin was 
appointed. While it was not a part of the duties of a 
selectmen, Mr. Watters took the time to visit the town 
house daily to oversee general operations during the in- 
terim period. 

He was also chairman of the town’s first Industrial 
Development Commission, and headed a special com- 
mittee to examine the town’s recreational needs. 

In his retirement years, Mr. Watters has continued to 
serve as a trustee and member of the board of invest- 
ment of the Essex Broadway Savings Bank, and with 
hospital boards and other civic and health 
organizations. 

Based on his displayed interest in the community and 
his willingness to serve, it would seem that the selection 
of Mr. Watters as selectman would be most ap- 
propriate. 


Timing And 
Affordability 


A special study is now underway to determine need, 
cost and desirability of the townspeople to support an 
arts center and auditorium for the town. 

There is little doubt of the merits of such a facility for 
the town. 

But, as the study gets underway, we harken back a bit 
to the hue and cry of all town meetings regarding 
whether the town can afford a particular project at this 
particular time. 


Affordability alwayys accompanies a major project, 
such as school construction, and in the case of the new 
high school, a decade ago, it was felt that a million 
dollars could be saved by lopping off a proposed 
auditorium. 

Special teaching stations for music and art, were thus 
consolidated within the building complex, which could 
have been accommodated in the auditorium portion. 

The town saved a million dollars then. 

Now there is need for such a facility, as evidenced by 
fine gymnasium facilities for athletes, but nothing for 
those not possessing physical or athletic ability. 

Ten years later, the town is no better off financially, 
and maybe not even as well off as it was then. 

But, the arts, if you will, are still suffering from the 
lack of facilities, and the only answer is in funding now 
what may have been easier to finance ten years ago.

family. 

Commander Brown, spoke of 
Markey’s affiliation with the 
Legion which he had served as 
commander and a gold card 
member. Following the eulogy, 
a moment of silence was 
observed in tribute to Mr. 
Markey. 

Dr. Gerald R. Griffin, 
English professor at 
Northeastern University, was 
the principal speaker at the 
main service at the auditorium, 
and spoke on the history of 
Memorial Day and its tribute to 
those who gave their lives for 
the preservation of freedom. 

Commenting on Andover’s 
annual observance, Griffin 
praised the town for its par- 
ticipation and annual tribute. 
‘Here in Andover you have 
devotedly kept the spirit of 
Memorial Day alive. In much of 
our nation, unfortunately, today 
means only a holiday, an ex- 
tended weekend, the time to put 
the boat in the water,. the time 
to open the summer cottage. 
But here in Andover the old 
values still obtain. You have 
maintained an atmosphere 
which so many find so inviting 
and comforting on this day 
which is laved with sadness and 
tinged with memories.”’
